Building for Vermont did not anticipate the 
crowd which gathered there yesterday to par- 
ticipate in its dedication.

The dedication was 
observed “ as advertised,” with a few excep- 
tions. An orchestra opened the. program in 
‘the little Pompeiian court, and the Rev. E. 
P. Geodwin of Chicago made the prayer in 
place of the Rev. Simeon Gilbert, who was 
detained. Three Chicago ladies of; Ver- 
mont ancestry gave several selections 
and then James L. Martin, one of the Com- 
missioners of the State, made a formal assign- 
ment of the building to the Exposition. In 
doing so Mr, Martin gave a history of the ap 
propriations by which the building was con- 
structed and furnished, and paid a compli- 
ment to the architects. It was expected that 
Director-General George R. Davis would ac- 
cept the structure on behalf of the Expusi- 
tion; but he sent his regrets at a late hour, 
being unableto keep his engagement. He 
sent as his representative Prof, Putnam, 
Chief of the Department of Ethonology. The 
professor’s remarks were brief. . 
Gov. Fullers Address. 

The ladies rendered another selection, ‘after 
which Gov. Levi K. Fuller was introduced 
and delivered the following address: | 

Mr. Chairman and Fellow Citizens of Vermont 
and linois: The interest taken by the people of

PRISON RULES SHOULD BE CHANGED, 


Senate Investigating: Committee of Michi- 
' gan Reports—Bills Passed. 
Lanstnea, Mich., May 10.—[Special.]—The 
Senate committee which has been in vestigat- 
ing the affairs of the State Prison submitted 
a voluminous report today, recommending a 
general revision of the prison rules. Bills 
were passed making Labor day a legal holi- 
day; requiring trolley wires to be strung at 
a beight of at least twenty feet; requiring per- 
sons to have resided in their respect 
ive counties before bemg eligible to 
appointment as deputy sheriffs, thus 
prohibiting the importation of Pinkerton men; 
and establishing a Saturday half holiday for 
banks. The Elections committee reported fa- 
vorably on a bill allowing the use of any voting 
machine in munieipal elections, and the Com- 
mittee on State Affairs without 
recommendation the House bill establishing 
an asylum for the insane in the Upper Penih- 
sula. The House passed the bill abolishing 
days of grace on commercial paper and making 
paper failing due on Sunday or a legal holiday 
payable the succeeding day. This bill is to 
take effect Jan. 1, 1894. The House also 
passed Senate bills providing for the incorpo- 
ration of home protector fraternity associa-

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HEAVY LIQUIDATION FOLLOWS HARD 
7 ON OORDAGE SLUMP. 


Large Sales of Giltedge Railway Stocks to 
Realize Money Needed to Meet Press- 


ing Obligations—Offers of St. Paul and 
Rock Island Shares Show the Tendeucy 
~Indastrials Are Not Looking Up— 
Rumor-Monger Abroad — Attachments 
on Cordage Property. 

Nzw Yorx, May 10.—So far as surface in- 

show stock market conditions do 
net improve. It looks much as if a number 
of important interests were in course of 
liquidation. Perhaps all are not forced to 
undertake this course, but apparently there 
are some in which this liquidation is an urgent 
necessity. This only can account for the pres- 
gure upon the market of many stocks which 
tutherto have not only shown firmness, but 
which on every possible occasion have devel- 
oped buoyancy. ä 

St. Paul ana Rock Island are cases in point. 
These are good railroads and well managed. 
Their stocks have not been overmanipulated. 
They represent the best types of granger 
railway stocks. Under favorable cundi- 
tions both can be counted upon as 
largely dividend-earners. More than this, 
both of these roads have during the 
last two or three years been alive to the de- 
pressing conditions and have been managed 
on a basis of thorough-going economy. In the 
panic last week both sho firmness. They 
held aloof while most ocher stocks were tum- 
bling. The holders of them had well-merited 
confidence in their iptrinsiv value, but ever 
since the panic passed these two star stocks 
They have now touched 
the lowest price at which they ha ve sola in many 
aday. It is but a reasouable view, therefore, 
that they now yield and go down for some 
reason apart from their dwn intrinsic value, 
and there is only naturalness in the supposi- 
tion that their holders are selling out, not be- 
cause they are in a tremor over these particu- 
lar stocks, but because they must dispose of 
the good things in order to get quick-funds. It 
is hard to tell how far such a liquidating 
movement raay have to run. 

The industrials do not improve, and it be- 
gins to look as if those w have not yet 
joined the cordage and whisky trust pro- 
cession will have to withstand a- vere pressure. 
It is unfortunate that even the best of the in- 
dustrial enterprises have by recent events been 
brought under general suspicion.

Bill Establishing One Now Goes to the 
Governor—The Day in the Senate, 

Sprinerietp, III., May 10.—[Special.]—A 
bill a propriating $100,000 for the erection 
and furnishing of an industrial home for the 
blind was paseed by the Senate today and will 
go to the Governor. Representative O’Con- 
nor of Cook was largely instrumental in se- 
curing the appropriation. He waited until 
the Senatorial apportionment bill came 
over and then he told the Demo- 
cratic Steering committee of the House, 
and Gov. Aitgeid, too, that he thought 
more of an industrial home for the blind than 
he did forthe Senatorial apportionment bill 
or tie Democratic party either. So Dem- 
ocrats of the House expedited Mr. O' Con- 
nor’s bill, and today it went through 82 
Senate with all speed. It will unquestionably 
be signed. Gov. Altgeld is ot the opinion that 
the institution, which will be located at Chi- 
cago, should be managed by a blind man, and 
has intimated his desire to make Mr. O Con- 
nor the Superintendent thereof. Mr. O' Con- 
nor says he is not inclined to take the office 
even if it is offered him.

The Remains of the 7-Year-Old Child bis- 
covered in an Alley Off Dailey Street 
very Evidence Goes to Show That 
the Girl W the Victim of a Dastardly 
Assault—The Surround-

Emma Werner, a fair-haired child of 7

from her home. 

A few minutes before 8 o’clock Tuesday 
night the little girl was last seen alive by any 
member of her family, She had been p play- 
ing on the street with a group of other chil- 
dren, All of the others had gone away, leav- 
ing her sitting alone on the doorstep of her 
father’s saloon. Mr. Werner saw her last 
there, A few minutes later his wife inquired 
after the child, and on ia vestigating they were 
unable to find her in the vicinity. A 
number of ether children playing down the 
street could tel! nothing about her, 

The parents and their neighbors searched 
the streets and made close inquiries here and 
there vatil 11 o’clock, when notified the 
police officers at the West North Avenue Sta- 
tion. A description of the missing child was 
telephoned to ali the precincts on the North 
Side and patrolmen were instructed to keep a 
sharp lookout. During the night no tidings 
came to relieve the apprehensions of the par- 
ents, 

It was a few minutes after 5 o’clock yester- 
day morning that Fred Bruhm,an employé 
of the Fecker Brewing company, oa Dudley 
street, passed through the alleyway in the 
rear of the big brick brewery and there on — 
ground found the dead body of the girl, the 
face cruelly disfigured, and the torn clothing 
giving evidence of a brutal assault and mur- 
der.

WANTED, AN EXECUTIVE HEAD. 

In conducting the so-called investigation of 
the musical controversy which lately has been 
raging in the world of the Fair the National 
Commission has made a spectacle of itself. 
The issues in this controversy have involved 
| questions pertaiming to instruments and their 
use, the relations of solo artists to musical. 
houses, the discipline and etiquette governing 
orchestras, the official duties of a conductor, 
and the responsibility of his players. Conced- 
ing, for the sake of argument, that the Na- 
tional Commission had jurisdiction in the 
case, one naturally would have expected 
that the Committee of Investigation would 
have been composed of gentlemen from 
the cities of New York, Philadelphia, Boston, 
or their vicinity who had some practical 
knowledge of musical matters and who in a 
certain sense would have been experts. In- 
stead of that a committee composed of J. H. 
Burton of Kansas, J. H. Clendenning of Ar- 
kansas, Gardiner C. Simms of Rhode Isiand, 
John T. Harris of Virginia, Judge Beckwith 
of Wyoming, and P. H. Lannan of Utah, the 
latter bemg Chairman and Chief Inquisitor, 
was selected, and for several days it has been 
more engaged in trying to secure information 
about its own duties than to ascertain the 
merits of the controversy. The height of ab- 
surdity was reached when it learned from the 
musical director himself that the committee 
had no jurisdiction in the case and that he 
(the director) was responsible to a local com- 


The matter is of little consequence in any 
event, as this committee of the National 
Commission has no power to formulate a de- 
cision. The most that it can do in the prém- 
ises is to make a recommendation to the 
Council of Administration concerning a mat- 
ter with which the former has no right to in- 
terfere, It is not the first time the National 
Commussion has found itself in this fix, and it 
largely grows out of the fact that the com- 
mission has allowed itself to be controlled by 
West Virginia, and such Far Western States 
end Territories as Wyommg, Kansas, and 
Utah, The representatives from the great 
Eastern States and from such Western States 
és Onio, Indiana, IIlinois, Michigan, Wiscon- 
sin, and Minnesota seem to have had neither 
voice nor influence in shaping events. They 
have followed the lead of the others, and they 
have been led into meddling with several 
matters that do not concern them, with the not 
infrequent result of embarrassing perplexities 
and unfortunate wrangles. As the commission 
proposes to remain in continuous session until 
the close of the Fair it is altogether probable 
that more of these wrangles will occur and 
that the management of the Fair will be char- 
acterized by eutirely unnecessary controver- 
sies. There is but one way of escaping this 
disagreeable if not dangerous menace, and 
that is to have some supreme head to the Fair 
whose decision in disputes, shall be absolute 
and final, as was that of Director-General 
Goshorn at Philadelphia, It is certainly the

NORTH SIDE ELEVATED ROADS. 

There are about three applications for ele- 
vated road franchises on the North Side be- 
fore the Council at present and it is probable. 
that there will be more before long. Some of 
them aré genuine. There are doubts as to 
others. Mr. Yerkes has been quoted as say- 
mg that he did not believe that an elevated 
road on the North Side would accommodate . 
the people or make any money for its owners. 
Nevertheless there are some who suspect that 
he, or the corporation he manages, is behind 
one of the petitions for a North Side franchise, 
and who think that if that petition were 
granted the street railroad company would be | 
in no haste to avail itself of its new rights, 
This apprehensiveness may or may not be 
justifiable. There have been cases where such 
tactics have been resorted to to head off un- 
pleasant competition. ä , 

A North Side elevated road, especially if it 
ran through the territory near the North 
Branch instead of that near the lake, would 
make money from the outset, provided the 
road was built honestly. And as population 
increases as the means of travel increase there 
would be business enough for both the ele 
vated and the surface roads. Therefore the 
franchise which the Council will give some 
time or other will be a valuable one, conse- 
quentiy not to be granted without careful in- 
vestigation.

The Council should satisfy itself first that 
the right to build an elevated road will not 
fall into the hands of persons acting on be- 
half of the street railroad company. First, 
deoause they will not build at all if they can 
help it; and, second, because a little whole 
some competition is a good thing. After the 
Council becomes convinced that some of the 
applicants are not working for the street 
railroad company, but mean business, the 
next question will be, assuming them to be all 
respectable and responsible, who will pay the 
most for the franchise? The one who will 
give the city the largest share of the gross re- 
ceipts is the one who should carry off the 


That is the business way of dealing with the 
question. Probably Mayor Harrison will take 
that view of the case when the matter comes 
before him. Each of the applicants for a 
franchise should have a hearing so he may 
state his plans and what he will give. Then it 
will not bd difficult to pick out the best man. 
If the Aldermen pursue a different policy it 
will be because they are more eager for pri- 
vate gains than for the public good. 


HAVE THE TROOPS BY ALL MEANS. 

It is stated that Gen. Miles has applied to 
the Secretary of War for permission to estab- 
lish a camp here for the benefit of the Nation- 
al Guard of the several States during the 
months of July, August, and September. 
That is the pleasantest part of the year in 
Chicago, when its celebrated summer resort 
weather will be at the height of perfection. It 
is the General’s desire to have a camp with 
capacity for 11,000 State troops at a time, 
where there can be 90,000 troops accommodat- 
ed during the entire season. The intention is 
that the regulars shall make and have the 
general charge of the cimp. The tents would 
be furnished by the general government, the 
State troops to provide their own transporta- 
tion and provisions. It is understood that if 
the plan meets with the approval of the Sec. 
ee of War there will be no difficulty about 
getting ground fora in the vici 
the Exposition. cee

TI AUSTRALIAN BANK FAILURES. 
The latest bank failure reported from Aus-. 
tralia brings the number up to seven, the list 
embracing the most prominent banking insti- 
tutions in that part of the world. The total 
liabilities of the suspended banks cannot be 
much less than a quarter of a billion dollars, 
or nearly as much per capita as was the maxi- 
mum indebtedness of the United States follow- 
ing the War ofthe Rebellion. This stupendous 
fact renders highly interesting an article in 
the London Statist published when only two 
of the banks were reported to have failed. 
That authority says the collapses are a natural 
consequence of the unsound methods of the 
bankers in Australia during many years past. 
Originally those banks were formed to be 
operated on what is known as the Scotch 
system, which combines with the usual busi- 
ness of discount and exchange the granting to 
traders and ot vances by cash credits 
and loans evelopment of industry.“ 
This has been to work well when con- 
servatively conducted, as it was in the early 
history of Australia, but it long since was ex- 
panded to the danger point. The loans of 
these banks were scattered all over the coun- 
try, and many of them were granted either on 
im prudently long time or on securities that 
could not be realized on except over a period 
too long to be seriousiy contemplated from a 
sound bank point of view. A large propor- 
tion of the loans was made to squatters, and 
so much of this was done that the banks as- 
the function of wool importers into 
G Britain. 
these consignments are diverted from the mer- 
chante of Australia except under the pressure 
which can be enforced by the banks as mort- 
gagees, yet in the last few years they have so 
conducted the business as almost completely 
to do away with the merchant class, the trade 
in Australia being now chiefly in the hands of 
the banks and retailers. 

The bank credits for these consignments 
are sown broadcast over England and the 
Continent of Europe, and all around are evi- 
dences of efforts made to obtaig money di- 
rectly from that part of the world to aid in 
what has been called the development of Aus- 
tralia. The consequences is partly indicated 
in the fact that while in 1880 the advences 
made by all the banks in Australia, in all the 
colonies, amounted to but $290,000,000 and 
this without becoming borrowers in England, 
in 1892 those advances aggregated more than 
$700,000,000 and the deposits in England 
amounted to $215,000,000, If the trade of the 
colonies had expanded in like proportion all 
would have béen well, but'ft did not. The ex-’ 
ports of to ports beyond the seas were 
but 43 per cent larger than the total of $153,- 
000,000 for 1890, against an increase of 143 per 
cent in bank credits. The inflation of busi- 
ness led to a spirit of rivalry and competition 
which was most unhealthy. The country is 
“ over-banked,” the branches exceeding 1. 700, 
where less than half the dumber would auf- 
fice, It isnot unusual to find two or even 
four of these branch banks in a hamlet which 
has scarcely business enough for one well 
conducted office, The maintenance of these 
numerous branches adds enormously to the 
cost without a compensating benefit. The 
balance sheets show that from 50 to 60 per 
cent of the gross protite of the banks are ab- 
sorbed for managemeftt and the gross profits 
themselves are reduced by losses which would 
not be incurred under more conservative busi- 

The public debts of Australia amount to 
some $250 per capita, and the private indebt- 
edness is believed to be even more. Borrow- 
ing and lending have proceeded at a feartul 
rate, and much of it on inflated valuations of 
the property supposed to constitute the s- 
curity.”? The inflating process has reached its 
limit; the collapse begun. It is found that 
many of the loans cannot be paid up, and 
that where the property is relinquished it is 
not good for the face of the loan. The in- 
evitable result is widespread bankruptcy and 
resulting business depression, which can only 
be recovered f by years of painful strug-
